On 8/30/2005, DCF Protective Investigator Marc Porrata called the Sheriffs Office and requested a telephone call 
from a Deputy Sheriff in reference to possible child abuse. Computer records indicate that Porrata requested an 
event number in order to schedule an examination of the children with the OPT (Child Protection Team). Porrata 
advised that he would recontact the agency if child abuse was confirmed. I found that there was no law 
enforcement report in existence on this case. 


On 9/16/2005, Det. Jennifer Fulford attended the staffing to obtain information for the investigation. She was 
advised that on 8/29/2005, DCF received a complaint alleging a buse to the children. PI Marc P orrata was the DCF 
Protective Investigator assi gned to the complaint . Porrata found to have b ruises, 
scratches and other injuries. and each had suspioou^njune^^nei^enises. HH had no 

recent injuries attributed to abusa Porrat^raugnt the children to the CPT for an examination or^/30/2005.

Elizabeth Virgili stated to Protective Investigator Marc Porrata that she spanked the children with a belt due to 
breaking things in the home and misbehaving on Saturday (believed to be 8/27/05). According to PI Porrata, 
Elizabeth stated to him that the marks on the children were from that spanking.

m was very fearful of Virgili finding out that she had told the truth about the children. stated that she loved 
tne children and wanted them to be helped. She defended Virgili on several occasions, stating that she had a 
rough childhood and needed help for her issues. 


On 9/26/05, I contacted Elizabeth Virgili by telephone and she agreed to meet me at her home. At approximately 
1600 hours, she arrived at her home and pulled her vehicle into the garage. She met me in the driveway and 
invited me into her home, through the garage. When inside the home, she stated that she was a smoker and 
wanted to sit outside on the pool deck on patio furniture. I explained to Virgili that she was not under arrest and 
that she was free to have me exit her home at any time and to not answer questions if she wished. The interview 
was recorded with her knowledge. 

Virgili stated that she disciplinedand by spanking them with a belt on the weekend prior to PI 

Marc Porrata visiting her home, "mi^would tneMweeKend of 8/27/05 to 8/28/05. She stated that they were spanked 
for "destruction of property". I asked her if she would show me the belt that she used and she retrieved a black 
belt from inside the home as I waited outside. This belt was taken as evidence after the interview was concluded. 
Virgili stated that during this spanking, the children were clothed and when it was finished, she witnessed marks 
and bruising on their bodies. At one point, when Virgili was asked if she felt that she may have used too much 
force, she stated, "obviously". She later stated, "It was a last resort. I was grabbing at straws".

It became obvious that in Virgili's 
was a source of much blame for trouble in the hom e. was the next troublesome child and 

mips a follower of the other two. She stated that wa^n^riost cooperative one and least likely to 

get in trouble. 

Virgili stated that she did makeH^J and HH kne el on rice while on the pool d eck. She stated that the rice 
was out of a bag from her hom^Sne^tat edlnaHt was and idea and they told her to do it. 

She stated that while kneeling on the rice, fell over and nu^ii^Tanc^^^ 

Virgili stated that she has pulled their ears with her fingers stating, "gotta get them to where they want to go". She 
also stated that she used to wash their mouths out with soap but that wasn't working. She began using Tabasco 
sauce instead because, "it was a food". She stated that she does lock them in rooms for punishment when they 
have been bad. 


When I asked about other injuries that the children had, Virgili stated that^^^^f and^BI engaged in a "penis 
pulling contest". She stated that they were swimming in the pool while she was on the pooRTeck on the 
telephone. She stated that she believes that it happened at that time but she did not hear any screaming. She 
stated that the children always yell normally. Virgili stated that she saw the children's penis injuries later that night. 
She stated that she called a medical hotline to get advice. They told her to ice the injuries, which she did. It is not 
known what Virgili explained to the hotline operator about the injuries. 

I advised Virgili that there were marks on^|^B^| penis that had the appearance of ligature marks from a rope 
or string. She replied, "There was no rope mvolveaTat least that I know of'. I later spoke to Nurse Debbie Scott of 
the Child Protection Team. She advised that the marks were from the large amount of swelling present in the 
penis. The skin had stretched to the point that it had split at the base of the penis, creating additional injury. 


Virgili was arrested for Aggravated Child Abuse. The black belt was placed into evidence. 

On 9/28/0 5, at app roximately 0915 hours, I met with at his home.^U wished to record a 

statement. advised that he also worked in Virgnr^Tom^^a cook and had Rs^/vi tnessed things in the 

home that n^cegan to realize was abuse of the children. During the w eek prior to 8/29/05, had noticed 

bruising on some of the children. On 8/28/05, he saw a large bruise on back tha^oncerned him. 

B stated that Virgili locks the children in the garage, a bathroom, or their bedrooms when they are being 
3d. He states that the garage is a very frequent punishment location and he has seen the children locked 
into the garage more than 20 times. He stated that it was summertime and very hot in the garage. There are no air 
ducts for air conditioning and no fan or other means for the children to stay cool. Virgili turns the light off when 
they are locked in. She does let them out to eat when it is time but then they return to the garage. 


On Sa turday, 8/2 7/05, and arrived at Virgili's home betwee n approximately 1000 hours and 120 0 

hours. and ^^^pwere already locked in a bathroo m. BHH was locked in his bedroom. was 

not bein^umRied ancnwas in the house normally. cooTecRne family meal as usual and th^nnaren 

were allowed to come out of their places of punishmRi Rina eat. Afte r eat ing they were made to return to the 
bathroom and to the bedroom by Elizabeth Virgili. When ^^^Hand 1 ^1 left at approximately 2200 hours, the 
children were still locked in the bathroom and the bedroorr^^BB stated that he did not really see the children 
that day because they were locked up and did not know if the^aa the penis injuries at that time. 

On Sunday 8/28/05^^^H ancl^H^^^J returned to Virgili's home. ^BH[ stated that the children were no 
longer locked up. and B^^pRRRiow walking very bowlegged a^ ^omet hing was hurting them. Virgili 

was also carrying tnerrRiround tneMTome, which stated is not normal. did not know what was 

wrong with the children at that time, but in hindsignUBalizes that it was due to tneTR)ainful penis injuries. Virgili 
was placing towels on their laps and ice on top of the towels. 

On 8/29/05, approximat ely 3 0 minut es after PI Marc Porrata left the residence, H| showed the penis 

injuries on the children. advised HBH that Virgili had stated, "Look at whanVe don e" wner^he showed 
penis. On the same date, afte^l Porrata had left the residence, Virgili went to 
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pick up two of the childr en. She was leaving was arriving. Virgili stated toJ^U "I’m fucked, 

I'm fucked, I'm fucked". knew that she wa^efemn^^eing in trouble by DCF after P^orreta's visit. 

The totalit y of the i ncidents that these chil dren have been subje cted to are sufficient to determine that|im| 

H andHH have been abused Elizabeth Virgili. Virgili has left extensiveMmjises 

span kincHnem with a belt and bruise^mc^cratcne^rom pulling their ears. She has caused injury to 
H^M| knees by forcing him to kneel on rice on a pool deck. She has locked them in rooms of the house for 
manhours on very frequent occasions and turned the locks on those doors backward so that they could not 
escape. She has forced them to put hot sauce in their mouths for punishment. In addition, she admitted to causing 
serious injury penis by "pulling it down" and stated "look at what I've done" as she showed the 

injury to a witnes^Sn^nen coached the children on lying about the incident and told them what to say. There are 
other unexplained marks on the children that the origin of is not known at this time.
